Iceland Says

British Trawl ἢ 


First Such Incident 
Since London Talks 


LONDON, Feb. 2 (Reuters).— 
An Icelandic patrol boat cut the 
trawl of a British fishing boat 
after it refused to cease fishing 
inside Iceland's disputed 200-mile 
limit, a spokesman for the Ice- 
landic Embassy said here today. 

The trawl-cutting occurred as 

Britain awaited an arswer from 
Iceland to proposals which it was 
hoped might lead to 2 settlement 
of the dispute over the amount 
of cod British travlers can take 
from Icelandic waters. 
- The embassy spokesmen said 
the gunboat ‘Tyr cut the lines of 
the Grimsby trawler Ross Khar- 
toum after warning the British 
vessel three times in 12 hours to 
stop fishing. 

In an act of defiance the Brit- 
ish trawler hoisted a black flag 
bearing the skull and crossbones, 
the spokesman said,. 

In Reykjavik, an Icelandic 
Coast Guard spokesman said the 
incioent represented no change 
in Iceland's tactics. “The only 
difference was that this trawler 
Tefused to obey repeated orders 
end thus challenged the Tyr to 
take action,” he said. 

It was the first time since Brit- 
ish-Icelandic summit talks here 
@ week ago that an Icelandic 
patrol boat has severed the trawl 
wires of a British fishing boat. 

Britain agreed to withdraw 
naval frigates protecting its 
trawler fleet inside the disputed 
200-mile fishing limit to allow the 
London talks to take place. 

Today's incident, 40 miles off 
Dalatanga, on the southeast coast 
of Iceland, occurred after Ice- 
landic patrol boats had warned 
25 trawlers fishing in the area 
to haul in their nets. 

The British Foreign Office de- 
clined any immediate comment.

Father Xirinachs has spent al- 
Most two years in prison. carried 
out seven hunger strikes and was 
once exiled from Barcelona, Last 
year, he was nominmted by a 
group of university protessors for 
the Nobel Peace Prize and is 
believed to have come in a close 
second to Andrei Sakharov, the 
Soviet physicist and dissident.

A New Look at 


‘Comedians’

ONDON (T8T).—The Notting- 
ham Playhouse production of 
‘Trevor Griffiths’s complex and 
funny “Comedians,” one of tha 
few good new plays of last year, 
has transferred to Wyndham’'s 
Theatre.

But the act is more than.a 
succession of comic turns. ‘For, 
before they go on, the six have 
heard a pep talk from the talent 
scout, another old-time comedian 
but one who believes in bland- 
ness, in pandering to an au- 
dience's prejudices. So the comics 
in desperation attempt to change 
their acts, betraying their master 
and each other—one steals an- 
other’s jokes, others rely on crude, 
racist jokes to win over their au- 
dience, 

The one cast change since:the 
play’s original production has 
been to replace Jonathan Pryce 
by Kenneth Cranham in the key 
role of the favorite pupil, Gethin 
Price, whose extraordinary comic 
act—a violent and anarchic piece 
of clowning—is the play's central 
scene. For Price’s comedy is based 
on hate. Whereas Jonathan 
Pryce’s performance teetered on 
the edge of madness, Mr. Cran- 
ham ts straightforwardly ageres- 
Sive. In some scenes—notably 
the exchanges between pupil and 
master that end the play—this 
is a gain. But Mr. Cranham 
never suggests that he possesses 
any sense of humor at all, he is 
80 passionately, single-mindedly 
angry. And so the impact of his 
crucial solo turn is lessened. 

With this less overpowering 
performance as Price, one notices 
more the excellent level of acting 
in Richard Eyre's production, 
especially in the tiny roles—Rich- 
ard Simpson’s surley caretaker, 
for instance, and John Joyce's 
lugubrious club secretary, promis- 
ing his members that as soon as 
the comedians have finished, 
they'll be able to play bingo again. 
Jimmy Jewel ‘ts perfect as the old, 
burned-out comic and there are 
Many other fine performances— 
from James Warrior as one of 
nature's timid straight men and 
Dave Hill as his boisterous decent 
brother, from Stephen Rea, all 
brash conceit, Louls Raynes, full 
of middle-aged desperation, and 
from Jim Norton, as the .one 
doggedly honest pupil.

Roger Connor, a slugger irom the 
dead ball era of the 1890s. and 
Fred Lindstrom, 2 hard-hitting 
third baseman for the New York 
Giants in the 1920s, were elected 
to the Baseball Sali of Fame 
today along with unpire Cal 
Hubbard. . 

The three men were unani- 
maus selections by (he committee 
of nine members of the veterans 
panel, who are allowed to vote 
only on those baseball figures 
who have been retired for more 
than 20 years. 

“Connor, who plared his entire 
15-year major league career be- 
fore the turn of the century, is 
considered one of baseball's first 
bome-run kings. His 11 lifetime 
homers stood as the game's 5}}- 


time standard during the dead 
ball era unti] the sdvent of Babe 
Ruth in the 19208. 

A 6-2, 210-pound icft-handed- 
hitting first baseman, Connor 
played most of his career with 
the New York Giants and achiev- 
ed a lifetime batting average of 
225 with 2535 hits. In 1834, he 
won the National League batting 
title with a .371 average, and 
later batted 383 in 188? and 372 
in 1880. Connor also won or shar- 
ed three NL home-run titles. 

In 1894 he tas traded to the 
Cardinals and later briefly mian- 
aged the St. Louis ciub in his 
final ‘major league season, 1897. 
Be died in 1931 at the age of 73.
